While. Unconscious.

Leach. Was eleotrocuted at 11:10 o’clock 
today. Ledth killed Mary Hope, of 

wkirk, his mistress, after frequent 

arrels on account of attentions paid 
the woman by her uncle, S. H. Moore. 
The crime was committed on November 
18. 1894. After cutting the woman’s 
‘jugular vein, Leach tried to commit sui- 
cide by cutting his throat with he 
same knife. 

The witnesses entered the death 
chamber at 11:08 o’cloék. Electrician 
Davis then made the usual test of the 
electric apparatus by placing’ about 
twenty-five incandescent lamps on the 
chair. He explained that this was the 
amount of current which would be sent 
through the condemned . man’s body. 
Warden Sage. went to Leach’s cell at 
11:12 o’clock, and told him that his time 
had come. Leach promptly responded: 
“T am glad of it, warden; I am ready 
to go.“ 

Before he started for the execution 
chamber he asked Warden Sage to give 
him the lock of hair of his dead wife 
which he had among his effects when 
he was -first brought to prison. He 
told the warden that he wanted to die 
holding this lock of ‘hair in his hand. 
The ‘request was granted. 

Leach, leaning on the arm of Capte 
Weil, entered the chair at 11:15 o’clock. 
He was very weak, and almost imme- 

diately after he sat down in the chair 
he fainted. He was in this condition 
when the fatal shock was turned on.

Europeans in China Aroused by 
the Massacre of the 
Missionaries. 


A Crowded Meeting at Shanghai at 
Which Some Resolutions Were 
Adopted to Appeal Directly 
to the Great Powers.

YOKOHAMA, Aug. 5.—(By Asiatic 
Cable.) Continuous rains have ruined 
the rice crops in many parts of Japan 
and a famine is feared. Many lives 
have already been lost; the damage is 
enormous. 

EUROPEANS AT SHANGHAI PRO- 
TEST. 

SHANGHAI. Aug. 5.—At a crowded 
meeting today of European residents 
of this city speeches condemning the 
action of Chinese authorities in the 
case of the’ massacre of missionaries 
at Wha-Han near Fu-Chang on Thurs- 
day last, were made, and resolutions 
were adopted to appeal directly to 
European governments against the 
outrage. The resolution also referred 
to the inadequate manner in which 
China dealt with the perpetrators of 
former outrages. 

MEAGER INFORMATION. 

LONDON, Aug. 5.—At the Chinese 
legation here it is stated that no infor- 
mation has been received regarding the 
massacre of missionaries near Ku- 
Cheng, beyond the meager statement 
that five persons had been killed and 
wounded at Wha-Sing. 

The correspondent of the Times at 
Shanghai says that the missionaries 
killed at Ku-Chang were murdered by 
an organized mob of eight of the Vege- 
tarians. The correspondent says: The 
ladies begged for their lives, promising 
to yield their property and valuables, 


but the leader of the band shouted out 


his orders to kill them outright. A

EX-CONSUL GRACEY TALKS. 
BUFFALO (N. T.,) Aug. 5.—Samuel 
Gracey of this eity, late United States 
Consul at Foo-Chow, China, was in- 
terviewed today on the reported mas- 
sacre at Ku-Chang. Gracey said: Ku- 
Chang, the place mentioned in the 
press reports as the scene of the latest 
anti-foreign riots in China, is in the 
Fuh-Kien province, about ninety miles 
above Foo-Chow. It is fully 100 miles 
from Pagoda Anchorage, the highest 
point of navigation for steamers in the 
Min River; hence is entirely beyond 
the protection of gunboats. 

“The literati have been stirring up 
trouble against the foreign residents 


there for many months and the danger 


to life and property became so great 
that about two months ago all Ameri- 
can residents were recalled to Foo- 
Chow. These were the Rev. and Mrs. 
W. C. Wilcox and three children, Miss 
Chatford and Miss Rouset, of the Wo- 
man’s Foreign Missionary Society and 
all of the Methodist church. The other 
foreigners thePe were three or four 
members of the English church mis- 
sion, who may not have been recalled 
during the recent troubles. It is.prob- 
able that matters may have quieted 
down there after the foreigners came 
away and some may have returned. 
The common people do not distin- 
guish between Japanese, America. 
English and German nationalities, bv 
all alike are foreign and obnoxious. We 
cannot but fear that outrages such as 
have just recently transpired at Cheng- 
Tu, in the northwest interior, will occur 
in other localities where foreign mis- 
sionaries are residing, far away from 
the treaty ports and hence beyond the. 
protection of foreign gunboats.

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) Aug. 5.—Follow- 
ing close on the revelation that Con- 
‘vict Allen, alias “Mascot,” now in the 
‘Arkansas penitentiary, is a native of 
Tennessee; that he has committed sev- 
eral depredations in this part of the 
State and enjoyed the hospitality of 
the Tennessee penitentiary for a series 
of years comes a story that Minnie WII- 
ams is alive and an fhmate of 
the Shelby county poor and insane 
asylum where she is known as Mrs. 
Eunice Rosenberg. 

On March 24, 1894, a woman was 
found wandering along the highway at 
Idlewild, a suburb of Memphis, carry- 
ing a young babe not more than three 
weeks old in her arms. She had every 
appearance of being crazy and was ar- 
rested and taken to jail and later to 
the asylum. There has been absolutely 
no clue to her identity or her former 
history without this be one. Although 
columns have been published about 
her all-over the United States not one 
inquiry has come for her. 

The description of Minnie Williams 
as to her height, bars and general 
appearance tallies with that of the 
young woman at the asylum and her 
dropping here unannounced is some 
grave mystery in her past life. 

GOUTS OF BLOOD. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—Human blood was 
found today in Holmes’s castle,“ be- 
spattered from one room to another. 
Science aided’ Detectives Fitzpatrick 
and Norton where other agents had 
failed and uncovered more startling 
evidence against H. H. Holmes and Pat 
Quinlan than has been found in the 
castle. 

There was found in the castle“ by 
the detectives and a medicine expert a 
trail of blood leading from the doorway 
of the dining-room of Mrs, Julia L. 
Conner to a sink in the same room; 
from there into the dark chamber, 
where she and Pearl formerly slept and 
from there to the door opening into the 
bathroom, where the secret trap-door 
was; on the baseboard of that room 
above the trap-door and down on to the 
secret staircase which led to the false 
elevator shaft and thence into the 
basement. The blood was human. 

A clot of blood mixed with human hair 
was found. Also from the debris in 
the dark chamber where the mother and 
child slept there was taken some child's. 
underclothes stained with blood, a pair 
of brown trousers stained at the bot- 
tom with blood; a handkerchief which 
had been used to wipe up blood with 
and various clothes and parts of un- 
derclothing spotted with blood. 

These articles were examined miero- 
scopically at the time of their discovery 
and a test made then and there as to 
the stains and blotches showed it to he 
human blood. With but one or two ex- 
ceptions the expert decided that they 
were all marked with human blood. A 
rope was found in.the dark chamber 
and in its knots blood was discovered. 

In Pat Quinlan’s private living rooms 
were found two trunks. On both trunks 
were the initials, ‘M. R. W.“ The ini- 
tials had been painted over. They are 
those of Minnie R. Williams.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT IN ‘LONDON. 


H. M. Russell of Los Angeles, who is 1 


at present in London, where he is try- 
ing to dispose of some Southern Cali- 


fornia and Lower California mining 


properties, writes Superintendent Frank 
Wiggins of the Chamber of Commerce, 
under date July 24, that he was in Lon-

He says that, after cooking and eating 
supper, he and Naramore were sitting 
and talking about the Adams ranch, 
which adjoins the Naramore lands, 
When two men came in, both wearing |. 
dark clothes, one with a black mus- 
tache, and the other with sandy whis- 
kers and beard, the later with two guns, 
one in each and, and ordered him and 
Naramore to stand up and throw up 
their hands. 

Both of us stood up and I threw up 
my hands,“ said Cummings, but Nara- 
more refused to do so. When he refused 
to do so the taller man commenced 
striking at Naramore, and the man with 
the guns said: ‘Throw up your hands, 
you — of a ——., or I'll blow your head 
off.’ I turned around with my hands 
still up, and the man came up behind 
me, drew my hands down, tied them 
behind me, then caught me around the 
waist and threw me bote floor, tied 
my feet and then put a hankerchiet 
through my mouth and tied it behind 
my head. could not see from where 1 
was what was going on between Nara- 
more and the other man. I heard them 
scuffling and the scuffling continued af- 
ter the man had me tied and gagged. ! 
did not stir, as I was afraid they would 
kill me, and had begged them not to 
kill me. I heard money rattling. I did 


not see the men go out. I heard Nara- }-. 


more trying to talk, and I tried to tell 
him to get to me, so that we could as- 
sist each other in untying each others’ 
hands. I could not see the men when 
they left. I heard Naramore breathing 
heavily about an hour before the boys 
came back, and then all was still. When 
the boys came, Juan Lopez untied mo 
and Caesar took a flask of whisky out 
of his pocket, went to Naramore, raised 


his head and poured some of it down |. 


his throat. We then went to the corral, 
caught a horse and hitched him to the 
cart, at the same time sending Juan Lo- 
pez to Adams’s house to tell him what 
had happened. Caesar then started for 
Riverside to notify the officers. 

“Caesar had put the whisky bottle on 
the table and I picked it up and asked 
Caesar if he had touched it to Nara- 
more’s mouth. I drank what was left 
and threw the bottle away. It struck 
a rock and broke and I kicked the pieces 
under the house. 

J tried to get to where Naramore 
was, but could not, and I tried to get 
my hands loose, but could not. The boys 
called when they first rode up, and I an- 
swered them back as best I could. They 
then unsaddled their horses, threw the 
saddles under the shed and turned their 
horses loose in the corral.” | 

Caesar arrived in Riverside and noti- 
fied the officers at about 4 o’clock Sun- 
day morning. Deputy Sheriff Dickson, 
Marshal Wilson and Officer Baird, ac- 
‘companied by the acting coroner, Jus- 
tice Mills, and a few other citizens, 
started for the scene of the murder 
at about 6 o’clock, arriving at the 
ranch at about 8 o’clock. Naramore was 
still lying where he had fallen, in a 
pool of blood. Justice Mills summoned 
the following jury, and proceeded with 
the inquest: S. A. Jackson, William 
Dufour, George Vear. Al McDonald, 
Maurice Dufour, Charles H.Slossonand 
F. P. Wilson. The testimony as given by 
John W. Cummings was in substance 
the same/as related above. 

Caesar Cummings testified that when 
he and Lopez arrived at the shanty 
there was no light burning, and he 
called to his brother. and then they 
got off, unsaddled their horses and 
turned them loose. He went to the 
door, and as he stepped in lit a match 
and saw Naramore lying on the floor 
near his feet, and his brother in the 
other corner of the room. He told the 
Mexican to untie John, and he went to 
Naramore and found him apparently 
dead. He took a bottle of whisky from 
his pocket and poured some ef it down 
his throat to revive him: They then 
went out of the house and talked a 
little, and Caesar gave John the 
whisky bottle; he drank the contents 
and threw the bottle away. They sent 
Lopes to notify Adams, and John and 
Caesar, caught a horse in the corral, 
hitched him to a cart. and Caesar 
started for town, about 3 o'clock Sun- 
morning.

Diligent 
search ‘was made for any marks. of 
footprints of men or horses coming to 
or going from the house for any dis- 
tance, but none could be found.

TRIED AND FOUND WANTING, 


The Bureau of Statistics of the State 
Department has just issued advance 
sheets of the statement of foreign trade 
for the first quarter of the current 
year. The figures show a large in- 
crease of imports, chiefly in manufac- 
tured goods. The increase ina ports 
from France is especially large, aggre- 
wating $6,425,768, the total of imports 
from that country for the quarter be- 
ing $17,674,697. From Germany, also, 
there was a large increase of imports, 
aggregating nearly $7,000,000 for the 
quarter out of a total of some §$20,- 
000,000. 

These imports of manufactured goods 
are sold in our markets in direct com- 
petition with goods manufactured by 
American labor. They therefore take 
from American workmen the labor 
which they would otherwise be re- 
quired to perform in order to supply 
the demands of home consumption. 
There has been no corresponding. in- 
crease in exports of American manu- 
factures. On the contrary, our exports 
have decreased, since the present tariff 
went into operation eleven months ago, 
by about $80,000,000. Dwindling ex- 
| ports and increasing imports are alike 
| unfavorable to American enterprise 
and American labor. 

When the Democratic party was ask- 
ing to be intrusted with power in 1892 
it promised, among numerous other 
things, that if placed in control of af- 
fairs it would so readjust our trade re- 
lations with foreign countries that our 
exports would be vastly increased, and 
this increase of exports to “the mar- 
kets of the world” was to bring great 
prosperity to the entire nation. It was 
‘urged, in pursuance. the Cobden 
theory, that in order to induce for- 
eigners to buy our goods in increasing 
quantities we must buy more foreign 
goods, Protection was denounced as

I MURDERERS ROW. 


GIOVANNI CARRAZZI NOW IN THE) 


COUN? JAIL. 


Held for Trial Withont Batl—in Mor- 

tal Terror of Being Hanged—The 

' Noose is Tightening Around His. 

Neck—The Damaging ‘Testimony 
Him. 


Through the action of Justice Owens’s 
court Giovanni Carrazzi now occupies a 
cell in the murderer’s row in the County 
Jail, Justice Owens Having held him to 
answer for the murder of Roy Kenner, 
without bail. 


The examination occupied the entire 


day in the court, with the exception of 
a half hour’s interlude for Police-Court 
business. Carrazzi had for counsel R. 
A. Ling, while Deputy Dist. Atty. Wil- 
lis represented the ple. Deputy 
Constable Joe Mugnemi, who is a mas- 
ter of the Italian lingo, sorts as inter- 
preter, 

The prosecution had wit⸗ 
nesses present, but only used eleven, 
one of the most important of whom was 
Mrs. Capasso, sister of the accused. 

Mrs... Capasso’s evidence, although 
given reluctantly, was in itself enough 
to warrant the court in holding the pris- 
oner for trial. She testified that on the 
day of the tragedy, Carrazai came into 
her house in great haste, telling her he 
had fought with “the nigger,’’ meaning 
Kenner, the colored blacksmith, and 
was going-to take his money and leave 
the country. She told him that if he 
simply had a fight, it would be better 
for him to remain and face.the court, 
but he exclaimed: Tes, but I ‘fought 
him with a knife!“ 

He then went to his trunk, took out 
what money he had in it and ran away. 

Carrazzi has all along maintained 
that he did not participate in the fight, 
having simply run away in order to 
avoid arrest on suspicion. His own 
sister’s evidence, however, will no doubt 
have great weight with a jury. 

‘Another sensational witness was Joe 
Rivera, who has not heretofore figured 
in the case. He testified that he saw 
Carrazzi strike the fatal blow. Attor- 
ney Ling tried hard to get this witness 


to contradict himself, but could not do. 


it. With the testimony of thesé two im- 
portant witnesses, the noose is pretty 
sure to draw around Carrazzi’s neck: 
The defense put in no evidence at the 
preliminary examination, — reserving | 
their ammunition for the trial. 
As soon as Justice Owens announced 
his intention to hold the prisoner, he 
was removed to the County Jail, mak- 


ing the seventh man now confined there 


for the crime of murder. The others

I shall be 
very glad while here to receive infor- 
mation or Stiggestions which may 
throw light on my work.” : 

“What success has attended your ef- 
forts in the establishment of a free- 
labor bureau in San Francisco?“ asked 
the. reporter. 


“Our efforts have met; with gratify-, 


— 


ing success,“ he replied. 

We opened an employment bureau 
on July 16, and since then about five 
thousand people have registered. There 
has at times been such a press of peo- 
ple desiring to ister that the serv- 
ices of the police have beén necessary 
in order to keep them in line. I think 
the number of le who through the 
bureau have obtained employment by 
the end of the first month from open- 
ing will be eight hundred. Besides this 
we have received orders fo 


ithout exception 
been people who werd really in need of 
work. There has been practically none 
of the tramp or hobo element among 
them. The Associated Charities and 
other benevolent organisations have co- 
operated with the bureau and have ren- 
dered it much valuable assistance. Some 
of these societies have consented to 
honor tickets for lodgings When such 
tickets bear my signature. In this way 
when people who register at the bureau 
are destitute and immediate need we 
can temporarily care for them until we 
can find work for them. There has 
scarcely been such a case thus far 
where we have not beén able to find 
employment for the needy person within 
twenty-four hours. : 

“The work of the bureau will include 
a system of keeping records of the per- 
sons for whom employment is found. 
Each employer wil be given two 
printed blank postal cards. One of 
these is to be mailed to the bureau when 
the person is employed. The other is 
to be sent to the bureau when the per- 
son employed leaves such employment 
and, if properly filled out, will show the 
reason for leaving, whether because of 
inattention to business or otherwise. 

We shall thus in time secure a rec- 
ord of each applicant for whom work is 
found and applicants who know this 
will naturally be careful to see to it 
that they do not get read out of a State 
institution.“ 

“Can you tell something of the report 
you will soon publish in reference to 
bakeries and other similar pla where 
labor is employed?” was asked. 

This report,“ he said, “will, I think, 
contain some startling facts in regard 
to such places. It will be based on in- 
vestigations of about 180 bakeries and 
about 500 restaurants. In many of these 
the conditions are very bad. The toilet 
arrangements are frequently abomina- 
ble and in some cases the men sleep in 
the same rooms in which they work. It 
is my purpose in the near future to re-

CONVICT LABOR MATTERS. 
R. M. Fitzgerald of Oakland, a mem 
ber of the State Board of Prison Direo-“ 
tors and a brother of Labor Commis- 
sioner Fitzgerald, was seen at the Hol- 
lenbeck by a Times reporter last even- 


ing. 
In speaking of matters at Folsom he 
said that stone is being quarried by the 
convicts. for the affiliated college build- 
ings to be erected by the State at San 
Francisco. There is plenty of labor to 
be had to furnish this stone and as 
much more as may be wanted. It is 
thought that for. State institutions it is 
but proper the 2 should be quarried 
by convicts in charge of the State. The 
prisoners, Mr. Fitzgerald said, are be- 
ing fed well, but at the lowest rate 
known. It is costing less than 8 cents 
per capita per day to feed them. 

A rock-orushing machine is being put 
in at Folsom and, is expected to be in 
operation in about ninety days.

VENTURA COUNTY. 


Justice Borland Attempts to Oust 


Justice Daly. 
.VENTURA, Aug. 5.— (Regular Corre- 


spondence.) Judge Walter Cope of 
Santa Barbara, sitting for Judge Ben- 
jamin Williams of the Superior ‘Court, 
héard the testimony in the case of Bor- 
land vs. Daly today. This was the only 
busiriess transacted. This case, which 
‘involves the right of Justice Daly to 
act as justice of the peace in and for 
the township of Ventura, has attracted 
considerable attention throughout the 


State, and when settled will determine 


the right of boards of supervisors in 
the matter of calling elections in town- 


ships within their jurisdiction. In pub- 
lishing the election proclamation in 


1894, the Supervisors called for the 


election of but one justice of the peace 
for the Ventura township. Of the four 
candidates nominated Frank Hobart. 
Republican, received the highest num- 
ber of votes) and to him was issued the 
certificate of election. Justice Borland, 
the sitting justice, acting on advice of 


counsel, refused to surrender his office, | 


claiming that no successor had been 
elected to fill his place. The matter 
was taken into court, and an order 


made that James Daly having received 


the second highest number of votes, 
was entitled to the office, and on 
March 5, 1895, he was installed in the 


office and granted a certificate. 


Justice Borland brings the present 
action to oust Justice Daly on the 


ground that the ballots and evidence 


show that but one justice was voted 


Hod and that in consequence of the il- 


egal act of the Board of Supervisors 


in making the election proclamation 


the people had no chance to express 


their preference by ballot as to who 
should fill the office, which he claims 
as hold-over. Today the court has 
been engaged in canvassing the ballots 

to determine whether or no the vote as 
cast was for but one justice of the 


peace. 

All the legal lights in the county are 
arrayed on one side or the other of 
the case, Senator Orestes Orr acting 
for Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald, in whose 
name the complaint is drawn.

VARGE INCREASE OF ATTENDANCE 
OVER LAST YEAR. 


Gathering of the Veterans from All 


Parts of Southern California— 
First Days’ Doings Down by the 
Sca~—A City of Tents. 


— 


SANTA MONICA, Aug. 5.— (Special 
Correspondence.) Wulle life at Camp 
Fort Fisher will not officially begin, un-, 
der military rules and discipline, until 
Tuesday morning, the park looks very 
encampment-like already. All day to- 
day there has been the hum and con- 
fusion of arriving hosts, and baggage, 
camp uipment, stores and supplies 
have rolled in in a steady stream. 
Every train has swelled the members, 
and near-by veterans have come by 
team in scores. It is conservatively 
estimated that there are as many peo- 
ple already in camp as there was at the 


* 


end of the first day a year ago, and it 


is, enthusiastically claimed by the man- 
agers that this will be the largest en- 
campment of California veterans ever 
assembled in the State. 

The programme today was entirely 
informal, and wisely so as the event 
has proved, for the hours have ‘been 
well crowded with the tasks incident 
to settling down for ten days of camp 
life and fun. To date Pasadena has 
the most numerous contingent, which 
is likely to so remain to the end. The 
headquarters of John F. Godfrey Post 
are located at the corner of Farragut 
avenue and Kearsarge street, and the 
tents of the tribe stretch,away in either 
direction, occupying the whole of the 
latter street. 

Pomona’s contribution to camp num- 
bers, with. Vicksburg Post in the fore- 
ground, is numerously spread along 
Vicksburg avenue. This colony is al- 
ready an important one, and the later 
will considerably swell it yet 


today. 

The Dan Bidwell Post from Norwalk 
is located on Sheridan avenue, and, un- 
like, most of the other posts, it has 
spread a sufficient mess tent, and its 
members will take their rations en- 
semble. 

Several other posts are already repre- 
sented by headquarters, and others 
soon will be. Porter avenue is the 
chief entrance to the camp, and near 
its terminus to the left is the Fort 
Fisher Post tent. Opposite this, across 
the avenue, is the headquarters of 
Shiloh Post, Compton.

A SING ULAR DEATH. 


Samuel Pansies r Fatally Shot While 
: Riding a Bicycle. 

The Coroner held an inquest yester- 
day atternoon at C. D. Howry’s under- 


uel Fansler, who met his death in a 
most singular manner. 

Fansler was a native of Ohio, about 
25 years old, and a resident of this 
county only about one month. He was 
employed as a laborer at the Chino 
beet-sugar factory. Last Saturday he 
and another, young man, J. C. Good- 
rich, his cousin, rode to Los Angeles 
on bicycles to visit relatives. They 
stopped at the residence of Mrs. Cald- 
well, their cousin, on Twenty-first 
street. 

Sunday afternoon, the young men 
left Mrs. Caldwell's house on their 
wheels to return to Chino. Fansler 
strapped his own coat and Goodrich's 
to the handle-bar of his machine. In- 
side the coats was his revolver in a 
holster. Mrs. Caldwell cautioned him 
at the start to be careful of the revel- 
ver. 

All went well till about 3:45 p. m., 
when near Shorb's station. There 
Goodrich, who was riding ahead, sud- 
denly slowed up, and Fansler ran into 
him. The collision caused both wheels 
and men to come down in a heap, and 
in some Unaccountable way the pistol 
inside the holster and coats was dis- 
charged, the bullet passing through 
Fansler’s neck, entering on the front 
right side, passing through the verte- | 
brae and lodging just under the skin 
at the back of the left: shoulder. 

Goodrich did what he could to 
staunch the flow of blood till assistance 
arrived.and the wounded man was 
conveyed to the County Hospital, where 
he died about 4 o’clock Monday morn- 
was conscious all the 
time, but could not use his arms or 
body, paralysis having resulted from 
injury to the spinal cord. 

It is almost inconceivable that the 
revolver could go off in the manner it 
did., The Coroner’s jury rendered a ver- 
dict of accidental death in accordance 
with the facts related.
